Helen, six years old, and Elizabeth, 
our years old. were burned to death 
n a fire that destroyed their home 
it Pompton Lakes, N. J., early this 
morning. 
The mother and children 


were the only occupants of the house 
when the fire started. Mr. McWithey 
s a jewelry engraver employed in 
N'ew York and at the holiday time 
was obliged to remain in the city dur- 
ng the night. 


How the fire started Is not known. 


Neighbors were aroused by the cries 
of Mrs. McWithey and when they 
went tc her aid they found the whole 
lower part of the house in flames, 
The villagers got to work with buck- 
ets but their efforts to subdue the 
fire were futile and the house was 
reduced to ruins. 
Mrs. McWithey 


had found the escape of herself ;uid 
children cut off and she was seen 
standing at n window appealing for 
help. Before a ladder could be pro- 
duced, Mra. McWithoy fell, overcome 
by the flames.
